Hampden-Sydney's   High 

Standing   in   Medicine   and 

Science 

The  recent  disclosure  that  Hampden-Sydney  ranks 
fourth  among  the  nation's  colleges  and  universities  in 
the  percentage  of  its  graduates  who  received  the  de- 
gree of  Doctor  of  Medicine  (see  page  6  of  this  issue) 
comes  as  strong  confirmation  of  its  strength  in  the 
natinal  sciences.  Previous  studies  have  shown  that 
Hampden-Sydney  stands  first  in  the 
country  in  the  proportion  of  its 
physics  majors  who  go  on  to  obtain 
their  doctorate  in  physics,  and  thir- 
teenth in  the  nation  in  percentage 
of  its  graduates  seeming  the  Ph.D. 
degree  in  science. 

This  does  not  mean  that  Hamp- 
den-Sydney is  nothing  but  a  school 
of  science.  As  all  alumni  know  froin 
experience,  its  curriculum  is  among 
the  broadest  in  the  country,  and  the 
science  requirements  for  the  B.S.  de- 
gree are  well  ba'anced  with  courses 
in  the  other  fields.  Thus  no  student 
may  graduate  in  science  without  a 
minimum  of  two  years  of  Bible,  two 
years  of  English,  three  years  of  for- 
eign language,  a  year  of  history,  and 
a  year  of  political  science  or  eco- 
nomics, in  addition  to  the  required 
courses  in  mathematics  and  natural 
sciences.  It  is  doubtful  if  many 
schools  in  the  United  States  can 
match  this  breadth. 

It  might  also  be  pointed  out  that  Hampden-Syd- 
ney's Rhodes  Scholar,  John  L.  Brinkley,  A.B.  '59, 
now  studying  at  Oxford,  was  a  Latin  and  Greek  man. 

In  other  words,  Hampden-Sydney  is  prepared  and 
endeavors  to  educate  the  whole  man  in  all  the  major 
fie'ds  of  learning.  The  responsibility  rests  on  the  stu- 
dent to  take  fullest  advantage  of  what  is  offered  him. 
It  is  obvious  that  many  do.  Some  don't. 

A  concluding  thought:  In  the  light  of  Hampden- 
Sydney's  oft-demonstrated  achievement  in  the  sciences, 
why  is  it  necessary  that  a  college  of  its  calibre  must 
continue  to  use  as  the  main  center  of  its  scientific 
instruction  an  obsolescent  building  such  as  Bagby 
Hall?  Built  in  1923,  Bagby  has  valiantly  served  its 
purpose — and  almost  outlived  it.  It  is  time  for  a  new 
and  modern  structure.  Where  are  the  corporations — 
the  foundations — the  alumni — interested  enough  in 
continuing  progress  in  the  scientific  fieM  that  they 
will  contribute  the  funds  needed  for  this  essential 
building?

Hampden-Sydney  A 
"Christian   Harvard"? 

In  an  able  and  provocative  address  before  the 
Synod  of  Virginia,  Dean  James  G.  Leyburn  of  Wash- 
ington and  Lee  University  set  forth  what  seemed  to 
many  a  Utopian  standard  of  excellence  for  our  church- 
related  colleges.  [A  portion  of  Dean  Leyburn's  address 
appeared  in  Tlie  Presbyterian  Outlook  of  November 
20,  1961. — Ed.]  As  applied  to  Hampden-Sydney,  this 
wourI  mean  nothnig  short  of  our 
becoming  a  "Christian  Harvard" 
with  the  Church's  all-out  sujsport. 
Regardless  of  the  cost,  it  would 
mean  seeming  top  scholars  in  every 
field.  It  would  mean  providing  the 
inost  up-to-date  laboratories  with 
the  best  scientific  equipment,  the 
very  best  library  facilities,  and  a 
wide  range  of  generous  scholarships 
to  attract  very  superior  students. 
For  the  Church  this  would  mean  a 
daring  investment  in  a  new  mis- 
sionary frontier  —  the  frontier  of 
dedicated  Christian  scholarship  in 
an  age  of  spiritual  confusion  and 
materialistic  ideo'ogies. 

Though  breath-taking,  this  does 
not  seem  impossible  in  principle. 
The  writer,  who  spent  three  years 
at  Harvard,  did  not  find  any  more 
brilliant  or  better  informed  teachers 
than  Dr.  Bagby,  who  taught  him 
Latin.  Nor  did  he  find  any  more 
deeply  committed  Christians  than  Dr.  Beazley,  who 
taught  him  psychology  here,  or  Professor  Lewis  H. 
Lancaster,  who  instructed  him  in  philosophy.  Many 
alumni  will  also  recall  that  Dr.  'Winston's  fascinating 
geology  coiuse  unfolded  the  long  history  of  advanc- 
ing forms  from  the  paleozoic  on  down  in  a  theistic 
perspective. 

Perhaps  the  most  remarkable  thing  about  Hamp- 
den-Sydney is  that  it  has  continued  to  perform  its 
educational  task  well  with  limited  resources.  Thus  in 
recent  years  the  science  laboratories  and  the  high  level 
of  instruction  in  Bagby  Hall  have  broken  records 
in  helping  to  turn  out  an  astonishing  number  of 
M.D.'s  ancl  Ph.D.'s  in  science.  Few  colleges  have  pro- 
duced as  many  lawyers,  doctors,  ministers  and  teach- 
ers in  proportion  to  enrollment.  Alumni,  friends,  and 
members  of  the  Synod  of  Virginia  who  have  given 
faithfully  through  the  years  may  well  feel  that  this  is 
an  investment  that  is  increasingly  worth  while.  Is  it 
not  an  investment  in  the  proinise  of  youth  in  both  a 
Christian  and  a  scho'arly  setting? 

Even  if  we  had  the  endowment  that  would  enable 
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us  to  fulfill  Dean  Leyburn's  dreams,  however,  there  is 
one  good  reason  why  we  should  not  aspire  to  be  a 
little  Harvard.  The  constituency  with  which  Hamp- 
ilen-Sydney  has  achieved  excellence  is  not  the  top  ten 
percent  of  our  \()iith  either  scholastically  or  in  soiio- 
econoiiiic  status.  It  takes  many  kinds  of  talent  and 
social  backgrouiul  to  provide  the  balanced  vision  and 
the  dedicated  leadership  which  wi'l  be  mgently  need- 
ed in  the  coming  critical  era. 

To  illustrate,  one  Hampden-Sydney  freshman  class 
furnished  many  leaders  in  church  and  community. 
But  four  of  them  were  destined  to  occupy  jsositions 
of  unusual  influence.  Two  of  these  foiu'  graduated 
with  honors  and  two  just  graduated.  One  declares 
he  graduated  not  magnn  cum  laude  but  mirabile 
dictu.  Two  of  these  were  country  boys,  ill-prepared 
for  college,  and  two  were  city  boys,  products  of  supe- 
rior high  schools.  All  four  of  these  freshmen  were 
different  in  ta'ent,  in  temperament,  and  in  social 
outlook.  Here,  however,  on  this  secluded  campus  and 
in  this  congenial  comminiity  they  encountered  some- 
thing of  greatness,  something  that  still  inspires  them. 
This  is  the  kind  of  Hampden-Sydne)  that  we  woidd 
like  to  see  preserved  and  strengthened.

Fraternity  Ideals 

The  college  fraternity  has  been  inider  attack  from 
various  quarters  in  recent  years.  Yet  the  ideals  of  these 
organizations,  seeking  to  develop  and  mould  a  well- 
rounded  character  in  each  of  its  members  while  pro- 
viding the  pleasures  of  companionship  and  brother- 
hood, are  high. 

iMost  of  the  national  social  Iraternities  are  pro- 
ducts of  the  nineteenth  century,  and  their  expressed 
ideals  reflect  the  thinking  of  the  nineteenth-century 
collegiate  mind.  It  might  be  legitimate,  then,  to  ask 
if  these  ideals,  being  "old-fashioned"  in  the  sense  that 
they  were  fashioned  in  another  and  probably  less 
sophisticated  era,  are  still  valid.  Is  the  mid-twentieth- 
century  college  fraternity  siinply  an  organization 
given  over  to  social  events  and  what  its  members  con- 
sider fim,  or  does  it  still  hold  to  the  serious  purposes 
of  its  foimders? 

A  possible  answer  may  be  lound  in  Tlie  Deralot^  of 
Fraternity  Policy,  developed  by  the  National  Inter- 
fraternity  Conference.  The  ten  points  of  the  docu- 
ment may  be  summarized  as  follows: 

1.  The  college  fraternity  .  .  .  seeks  to  teach  men 
how  to  live  and  work  together. 

2.  The  college  fraternity  must  regard  itself  as  an 
integral  part  of  the  institution  in^  which  it  is  lo- 
cateci.  .  .  .  [It]  must  match  the  discipline  of  the  col- 
lege administration,  and  must  accept  the  added  re- 
sponsibility incident  to  the  supervision  of  group  life 
in  the  Chapter  house.  Furthermore,  the  college 
fraternilx,  with  complete  loyalt)  and  allegiance  to  the 
college  which  nurtures  it,  has  the  duty  of  supporting 
in  every  possible  way  the  institution  of  which  it  is  a 
part. 

3.  The  college  fraternity  must  observe  sound  finan- 
cial practices  and  good  housekeeping  methods.  .  .  . 


4.  The  college  fraternity  stands  for  excellence  in 
scholarship.  .  .  . 

5.  The  college  fraternity  accepts  its  role  in  the 
moral  and  spiritual  development  of  the  individual.  .  .  . 

(j.  The  college  fraternity  recognizes  that  culture 
goes  hand  in  hand  with  education,  .  .  .  [and  encour- 
ages] an  appreciation  of  music,  of  literature,  of  dra- 
matics, of  debate,  of  sports  and  games,  of  speaking 
and  writing,  and  of  national  affairs. 

7.  The  college  fraternity  is  the  center  of  much  of 
the  social  life  of  the  fraternity  member.  As  such  it 
seeks  to  develop  the  social  graces,  the  art  of  good 
living,  the  virtues  of  courtesy  and  kindness.  Good 
manners,  good  taste,  and  good  companionship  are  a 
]jart  of  the  training  of  every  fraternity  member. 

8.  The  college  fraternity  recognizes  the  impor- 
tance of  the  physical  well-being  of  its  members.  .  .  . 

9.  The  college  fraternity  assumes  civic  responsibili- 
ties. .  .  .  Fraternity  members  are  taught  first  their 
civic  responsibilities  as  members  oi  the  col'eges  com- 
munity, and  are  prepared  in  later  life  to  assume  their 
responsibilities  to  their  communities  and  to  the 
nation. 

10.  The  college  fraternit)  seeks  to  develop  those 
qualities  of  hinnan  understanding,  of  companionship, 
of  kindness,  with  a  knowledge  and  training  in  ap- 
praising the  basic  values  of  life,  which  will  lead  to- 
wards a  better  civilization,  wath  peace  and  under- 
standing among  all  peoples. 

Ideals  are  never  easy  to  measure  up  to.  Many 
devout  Christians  admit  to  failure  in  the  matter  of 
the  Mosaic  Ten  Commandments.  "No  mere  man, 
since  the  fall,  is  able,  in  this  life,  perfectly  to  keep  the 
commandments  of  God,"  to  quote  the  words  of  the 
^\'estminster  Shorter  Catechism.  But  the  goal  is  there. 

So  today's  fraternities  have  the  ideals  of  their 
loimders  and  of  their  present  leaders,  as  formulated 
in  this  Decolog  of  Fraternity  Policy,  by  which  to  meas- 
lue  themselves.  They  have  a  great  fimction  and  ser- 
vice to  perform.  It  is  well  if  both  nationally  and  on 
the  Hampden-Sydney  cainpus  they  pause  occasionally 
to  consider  if,  evaluated  by  these  standards,  they  are 
doing  their  duty  toward  their  members,  their  col- 
leges, and  themselves.

The  refreshments  served  at  the  gymnasium  after 
the  game  inckided  both  coffee  and  chocolate;  the 
chocolate  was  soon  gone.  The  water  ioimtain  would 
not  work,  but  there  was  always  plenty  of  cofTee.  At  a 
fraternity  house  supper  that  night  the  beverage  was 
coffee.  But  at  last  someone  had  provided  refreshing 
pitchers  of  iced  water,  a  lifesaver  for  at  least  one 
gentleman  we  know  who  had  gone  from  8:30  that 
morning  until  six  that  night  with  nary  a  drop  of 
liquid  refreshment. 

This  is  not  said  by  way  of  criticism  of  anyone  at 
all.  We  love  the  Brazilians  and  the  Slater  Food  Ser- 
vice and  the  ladies  of  the  Hill  too  much.  Coffee 
drinkers  are  charming  people.  They  receive  much 
harmless  pleasine  from  their  beverage.  They  do  not 
beat  their  wives  because  of  coffee,  or  rim  into  other 
people's  cars.  But  we  are  forced  to  a  coup'e  of  con- 
clusions. One  is  that  there  are  a  number  of  persons 
who  would  take  other  beverages  than  coffee  with  their 
food  if  they  had  the  chance.

Dr.  J.  H.   C.   Winston 

To  Hampden-Sydney  men  of  an  earlier  genera- 
tion, the  fundamental  ABC's  of  education  were  Aggie, 
Bags,  and  Curry.  These  were  the  somewhat  irreverent 
designations  affixed  by  irreverent  students  to  that 
great  trio  of  Hampden-Sydney  teachers.  Dr.  AVilliam 
Henry  Whiting,  Jr.,  Dr.  John  Hampden  Chamber- 
layne  Bagby,  and  Dr.  James  Henry  Curry  Winston. 

The  death  of  Dr.  Winston  on  December  20,  1961, 
(see  page  22)  severed  the  last  link  with  that  golden 
age  of  Hampden-Sydney  pedagogy.  Dr.  Winston  re- 
tired in  1949,  but  had  continued  to  reside  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  College. 

His  fifty-year  tenure  in  the  department  of  chemistry 
at  Hampden-Sydney  has  never  been  equalled  here.  It 
is  fair  to  assume  that  he  taught  more  Hampden-Syd- 
ney students  in  this  span  of  half  a  centiny  than  any 
other  professor  in  history. 

Dr.  Winston's  classes  remain  among  the  most  vivid 
recollections  of  undergraduate  days  for  the  present 
writer.  One  lecture  in  Chemisti-y  I  was  devoted  to  a 
discussion  and  a  display  of  samples  of  a  wonderful 
new  fiber  called  "rayon."  Dr.  Winston's  incisive  wit 
kept  his  classes  alert.  With  gratitude  it  must  be  re- 
corded that  he  took  a  broad  liberal  arts  approach  to 
his  subject.  A  study  of  the  history  of  cheni'stry  was  an 
integral  part  of  the  first-year  course.  Thales  and 
Lavoisier  were  made  to  take  their  proper  and  im- 
portant places  in  the  upward  climb  of  mankind. 
Chemistry  became  a  living  subject,  even  for  those  who 
had  little  aptitude  in  science.  Hampden-Sydney's  well 


known  and  still-continuing  strength  in  the  scientific 
field  was  maintained  by  Dr.  Winston,  as  by  his 
colleagues. 

While  expressing  its  own  sense  of  loss,  The  Record 
wishes  also  to  extend  its  condolences  to  Dr.  Winston's 
survivors,  his  daughters,  Mrs.  Thomas  E.  Gilmer  of 
Hampden-Sydney  and  Mrs.  Marvin  A.  Turpin  of

'27,  of  Paterson,  New  Jersey,  and  his  sister,  Mrs.  T.  A. 
Woodson  of  I.vnchbmg.

All  the  equipment  and  furnishings  of  the  room  are 
the  gift  of  Mrs.  John  Metcalf  of  Charlottesville,  Vir- 
ginia, in  memory  of  her  late  husband,  who  was  pro- 
lessor  of  English  and  dean  of  the  Graduate  School 
of  the  University  of  Virginia.  Dr.  Metcalf  was  the 
author  of  a  number  of  books,  including  English  Life 
and  Literature,  Books  LIV,  a  widely-used  high  school 
text.

Mrs.  Metcalf  has  also  supplied  money  for  the  pur- 
chase of  records  for  the  room.  All  the  stereophonic 
recordings  of  Shakespeare's  plays  are  being  purchased 
as  they  are  issued  by  the  Shakespeare  Record  C^lub.  A 
music  collection  is  also  being  built  up.

Mr.  Cork  was  the  recipient  last  Commencement  of 
an  Algernon  Sydney  Sidlivan  Medallion  for  generous 
service. 

The  Alfred  Alexander  Jones  Room.  The  hand- 
some room  on  the  second  floor  of  the  Egg'eston  Lib- 
rary that  houses  the  rare  book  and  Hampden-Sydney 
collection  has  been  named  the  Alfred  Alexander 
Jones  Room.  Most  of  the  furniture  and  furnishings 
in  the  room,  transferred  from  the  Rare  Book  Room 
in  the  old  Library,  are  the  gift  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Alex- 
ander P.  Jones  of  Roanoke,  Virginia,  in  memory  of 
their  son,  Alfred  Alexander  Jones,  '42.  Lieutenant 
Jones  was  an  officer  in  the  U.  S.  N.  Air  Force,  and  was 
killed  in  action  over  Iwo  Jima  on  June  15,  1944. 

The  Jones  Room,  with  its  wall-to-wall  carpeting, 
handsome  decor,  comfortable  chairs,  and  valuable 
books  ensconced  in  built-in  bookcases  with  grilled 
doors,  is  certainly  one  of  the  most  beautifid  and  com- 
modious rooms  research  scholars  ever  had  to  work  in. 

Estates  Bequeathed  the  College.  A  plaque  on  a 
rear  wall  of  the  main  floor  of  the  Library  commemo- 
rates five  men,  three  who  were  alumni  and  two  who 
were  not,  who  left  large  estates  to  Hampden-Sydney 
and  thus  facilitated  the  work  of  the  College  in  many 
ways.

Homecoming:    Impressions 
of  an  Alumnus 

"The  Idler's  Column"  appears  in  the  Petersburg 
Progress-Index.  It  is  written  by  James  G.  Scott,  '09, 
associate  editor.  Following  this  year's  Homecoming 
at  Hampden-Sydney,  he  composed  the  following  ac- 
count for  his  readers. 

To  the  old  graduate,  a  return  to  Hampden-Sydney 
for  Homecoming  is  probably  an  experience  similar 
to  that  imdergone  by  a  graduate  of  any  other  college 
on  a  similar  occasion,  but  a  recounting  may  be  of 
interest  to  other-college  graduates  owing  to  that 
similarity.  Hoping  that  our  reasoning  is  reasonably 
acciaate,  we  proceed  to  tell  of  our  recent  visit  to 
good,  gray  Hampden-Sydney  to  celebrate  Home- 
coming. 

This  year  the  annual  event  had  more  than  the 
usual  significance,  for  the  new  Eggleston  Library, 
named  in  honor  of  Dr.  Josejjh  Dupuy  Eggleston,  was 
dedicated.  In  the  audience  sat  faculty,  friends,  and 
alumni  of  the  college  and  members  of  the  Eggleston 
clan  including  a  distinguished  aknnnus,  John  \Vil- 
liam  Eggleston,  chief  justice  of  the  Supreme  Cotnt  of 
Appeals  of  \'irginia.  Of  interest  to  the  Petersburg 
alumni  was  the  presence  of  the  Reverend  Bernard 
Bain  who  delivered  both  the  invocation  and  benedic- 
tion. Dr.  Bain,  a  graduate  of  the  Petersburg  High 
School,  was  in  his  boyhood  an  employee  of  A.  G. 
Smith  and  Sons. 

Another  center  of  interest  to  Petersburgers  was  the 
rare  book  room  in  the  library,  since  it  is  a  memorial 
to  Alexander  Jones,  the  brother  of  Mrs.  Fred  M. 
Jenny,  a  former  resident  of  Petersburg.  Mr.  Jones  was 
a  Hampden-Sydnev  student  who  lost  his  life  in  AVorld 
^Var  II. 

Colgate  Darden,  former  governor  of  the  state  and 
the  retired  president  of  the  University  of  Virginia, 
paid  high  tribute  to  his  feflow  educator  and  public 
servant,  Joseph  Dupuy  Egg'eston.  Dr.  Eggleston  as 
State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  president 
of  V.  P.  I.,  and  president  of  Hampden-Sydney  for 
twenty  years,  served  his  day  antl  generation  well. 

.\ll  Homecoming  activities  were  not  serious:  in  fact, 
there  were  light  passages  even  in  Mr.  Darden's  speech. 
His  description  of  a  college  class  room  added  spice  to 
an  eloquent  speech.  In  pleading  for  more  discussion 
in  class  and  more  interplay  between  students  and 
professors  he  likened  a  classroom  full  of  students  giv-

ing  close  attention  to  a  professor's  lecture  to  a  group 
of  penguins  eyeing  an  approaching  stranger. 

The  alumni  met  formally  and  informally  and  there 
was  the  usual  brilliant  repartee  heard  on  such  oc- 
casions. "Hi,  John,  you  old  scoiuidrel.  haven't  seen 
you  in  a  coon's  age,"  to  which  John  replied  with  a 
hearty  backslap  and  immediately  began  to  reminis- 
cence about  the  time  they  put  the  cow  in  Mcllwaine 
Hall  and  about  the  imitation  of  faculty  members  by 
Stokes  Brown,  etc.,  etc.,  nd  infinitum. 

An  al  fresco  lunch,  free  to  alimini,  believe  it  or  not, 
was  served,  giving  to  the  old  boys  strength  to  endure 
an  ordeal  yet  to  come.  Good  food  and  good  com]3any 
on  the  lawn  in  front  of  the  old  Seminary  (we  wonder 
how  many  people  know  that  Union  Theological 
Seminary  was  once  located  at  Hampden-Sydney)  were 
among  the  highlights  of  the  day. 

The  ordeal  referred  to  above  was  witnessing  a  foot- 
ball game  between  the  Hampden-Sydney  Tigers  and 
a  team  once  known,  we  believe,  as  the  Johns  Hopkins 
Blue  Hens.  If  we  are  wrong,  we  apologize  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Hopkins  team,  for  the  brand  of  footba'I 
produced  woidd  not  justify  attributing  to  them  either 
femininity  or  the  quality  which  the  word  "chicken  ' 
implies  as  it  is  used  today  in  modern  speech.  [They 
are  now  the  Blue  Jays. — Ed.] 

The  reader  is  entitled  to  conclude  from  this  in- 
volved statement  that  the  home  team  lost.  Should  he 
so  conclude,  he  will  be  correct.  An  old  saw  ran  like 
this:  "It  isn't  whether  you  won  or  lost,  it's  how  you 
played  the  game."  This  may  be  a  misquotation,  biu 
it  has  this  advantage:  it  can  be  said,  or  sung,  with  a 
certain  cadence. 

Hampden-Sydney,  losing,  played  well  with  one 
exception,  passes.  It  is  unusual  to  find  a  whole  team 
with  the  same  optical  defect,  inability  to  see  a  foot- 
ball in  the  air  whether  propelled  by  friend  or  foe. 
That  inability  defeated  Hampden-Sydney.  No  crit- 
icism, just  hope  that  by  the  time  of  the  Randolph- 
Macon  game  the  defect  will  have  been  corrected. 
[It  was— Ed.] 

We  do  have  criticism  of  the  audience.  Never  be- 
fore have  we  attended  a  football  game  which,  except 
for  the  cries  of  the  players,  was  played  in  almost  per- 
fect silence.  Not  only  in  oiu"  day  but  today  the  gladi- 
ators are  usually  cheered  on  to  greater  efforts.  Even 
at  the  staid  University  of  Virginia  the  "Good  Old 
Song"  rings  out  at  intervals.  Not  so  at  this  year's 
Homecoming. 

We  realize  most  rooting  is   inspired  and  mechan- 


ical, but  even  this  is  better  than  none  at  all.  Surely 
the  atmosphere  on  "The  Hill"  has  not  become  so 
sophisticated  and  world-weary  that  any  expression 
of  enthusiasm  is  gauche.  We  trust  not,  for  we  believe 
in  youth  being  youthful. 

Although  we  are  not  a  follower  of  Calvin,  we  have 
always  aclmired  the  dignity  and  poise  of  the  Presby- 
terian, especially  in  his  church  services,  and  it  may 
be  some  of  this  dignity  and  poise  has  carried  over  to 
the  young  rooter.  In  Holy  Writ  we  read  there  is  "A 
time  to  keep  silent  and  a  time  to  speak."  We  respect- 
fully suggest  to  the  students  of  our  old  college  that 
behavior  in  church  and  conduct  at  a  football  game 
are  things  apart. 

We  had  a  big  day.  We  wouldn't  have  missed  it  for 
a  great  deal.  Long  live  Hampden-Sydney!

Books  by  Alumni 

The  Dark  Night  of  Samuel  Taylor  Coleridge,  by 
Marshall  Suther,  '39;  New  York:  Columbia  Univer- 
sity Press,  1960;  232  pages,  $5.00. 

The  Coleridge  riddle  survives  and  continues  to 
fascinate.  Why  did  this  poet  of  major  poems  not  be- 
come a  major  poet?  It  is  generally  agreed  that  Cole- 
ridge possessed  one  of  the  keenest,  most  comprehen- 
si\e  minds  of  the  nineteenth  century  and  that  his 
influence  on  subsecjuent  thought  has  been  tremen- 
dous. It  is  almost  as  generally  agreed  that  both  as 
poet  anil  philosopher  he  fell  far  short  of  his  great 
jjiomise.  Recently,  some  critics  have  tried  to  alter  or 
deny  the  premises  of  the  riddle,  but  Dr.  Suther  prefers 
the  traditional  point  of  departure.  What  he  argues 
for  is  seeing  the  problem  whole:  "An  understanding 
of  'What  happened  to  Coleridge'  can  only  be  ap- 
proached through  keeping  in  view  the  man  Cole- 
ridge, who  is  more  than  the  sum  of  what  we  can 
formulate  as  his  artistic  interests,  his  philosophical 
tendencies,  his  personal  emotional  conflicts,  a  man 
whose  over-all  'problem'  can  only  be  seen,  finally,  as 
a  religious  one,  as  that  of  a  highly  conscious  soul  in 
struggle  with  its  spiritual  destiny.  .  .  ." 

Suther  sees  the  commentators  on  Coleridge's  "fail- 
ure" in  two  groups:  those  who  find  it  primarily  the 
result  of  a  conflict  between  his  varied  intellectual 
activities  and  those  who  place  the  principal  blame  on 
misfortinies,  flaws  of  character,  ancl  physical  ailments. 
Constructing  his  case  carefully,  Suther  demonstrates 
that  Colericlge  was  from  the  very  first  both  a  poet  and 
a  philosopher,  that  these  were  not  really  mutually 
exclusive  interests  for  him,  that  it  is  therefore  not 
proper  to  say  that  at  some  point  in  his  life  philosophy 
blighted  his  poetic  gifts.  Suther  is  more  nearly  in 
agreement  with  the  commentators  of  the  second 
group,  specifically  with  those  who  stress  the  poet's  dif- 
ficulties and  disappointments  in  love.  Suther  thinks 
Coleridge  sought  both  in  human  love  and  poetic  ex- 
perience the  satisfaction  of  an  ultimately  religious 
need,  and  that  Coleridge  characteristically  sought  for 
more  tiian  he  could  find.  Thus,  rather  than  saying 
that  love  was  the  cause  of  poetic  failure,  Suther  would 
have  us  see  that  both  "failures"  were  the  result  of  an 
overreaching  ambition. 

By  tracing  the  development  of  two  sets  of  symbols 
that  run  through  Coleridge's  work  and  culminate  in 
the  paradox  and  contraclictions  of  "Dejection:  an 
Ode,"  Suther  details  the  way  in  which  Coleridge 
moved  from  a  simple  Romanticist's  faith  in  the  neces- 
sity of  a  poetic  experience  with  nature,  to  the  feeling 
that  the  experience  itself  affords  a  kind  of  mystical 
union  with  God  and  the  belief  that  that  experience 
need  not  necessarily  result  in  the  creation  of  a  work. 
Acknowledging  a  debt  to  some  aesthetic  principles 
of  Jacques  and  Rai'ssa  Maritain,  Suther  ends  his 
study  with  a  provocative  chapter  on  "The  Romantic 
£chec,"  viewing  Coleridge  in  the  context  of  European 
Romantics,  comparing  him  particularly  with  Rim- 
baud. Suther  concludes  that  Coleridge's  place  is 
"among  the  foremost  of  his  contemporaries,  among 
those  who  sacrificed  most  in  the  effort  to  push  back 
the   frontiers   of   human   consciousness.    In    this   per- 
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spective  he  is,  among  Englishmen,  perhaps  the  great- 
est Romantic." 

The  Dark  Night  of  Samuel  Taylor  Coleridge  is  Dr. 
Marshall  Suther's  first  book  but  probably  not  his  last, 
for  he  is  obviously  absorbed  in  his  study.  He  seems 
quite  sympathetic  to  the  Cloleridge  problem.  His 
jiulgments  are  cautious,  not  timid.  He  admits  the 
dangers  of  reading  poems  as  biographical  data  but 
takes  the  risk  and  documents  his  thesis  convincingly. 
The  most  tedious  moments  in  the  volume  are  'ocated 
not  in  Suther's  text  but  in  the  poetry  of  Coleridge — 
"Circling  the  base  of  the  Poetic  mount/  a  stream 
there  is  which.  .  .  ." — the  very  kind  of  stuff  that  gives 
substance  to  the  riddle  being  illuminated.

87  Ways  to  Help  Your  Child  in  School,  by  William 
H.  Armstrong,  '36;  Barron's  Educational  Series, 
Inc.,  1961;  214  pp.,  $1.95. 

"We  can  only  recommend  him  for  the  general 
course;  he  is  simply  not  qualified  to  take  the  subjects 
required  for  college  preparation."  "Your  child's  apti- 
tudes are  above  average  .  .  .  ,  but.  .  .  ."  These  words 
can  be  heard  all  across  the  country  in  the  offices  of 
principals  and  headmasters.  Parents  blame  the 
schools,  and  schools  blame  the  parents,  "but  only  the 
child  is  hurt."  He  either  must  be  held  to  the  easier 
course  or  go  through  long  hours  of  tutoring,  using 
valuable  time  to  retrace  steps  in  elementary  educa- 
tion when  he  should  be  going  ahead  in  new  and  more 
difficidt  work. 

Ffjr  the  past  two  decades  the  emphasis  has  been  on 
learning-must-be-fun  for  the  child,  but  the  truth  of 
the  matter  is  evident  that  learning  involves  hard 
work  and  discipline  as  well.  Where  does  a  child  learn 
respect  for  serious  study,  the  excitement  and  joy  of 
knowledge,  faith  in  the  purpose  of  hard  work?  Mr. 
Armstrong  believes  that  the  parents  in  the  atmosphere 
of  the  home  provide  the  motivation  for  a  child's  at- 
titudes toward  school  and  learning.  He  believes  further 
that  the  fourth,  fifth,  and  sixth  grades,  "the  golden 
age  of  suggestibility,"  are  the  critical  years  for  de- 
veloping these  attitudes  and  interests,  efficient  study 
habits,  and  harmonious  child-teacher  relationships. 

The  author  does  not  leave  us  here  to  wonder  how 
to  accomplish  these  aims  for  our  children.  In  a  well- 
organized  and  methodical  system,  he  shows  us  the 
way  to  use  common  sense  and  age-old  ideas  to  stim- 
ulate our  children  to  a  love  of  reading,  to  think  about 
the  means  instead  of  the  end  of  a  mathematical  prob- 
lem, to  learn  to  appreciate  the  challenge  of  hard  work 
and  to  feel  a  sense  of  accomplishment  in  the  power  of 
knowledge.  Indeed  most  parents  are  interested  in 
their  child's  development,  but  more  important,  par- 
ents must  show  this  interest  by  providing  adequate 
study  facilities,  helping  the  child  to  schedule  his  time 
for  homework,  encouraging  the  teacher  to  require 
homework,  stressing  neatness  and  orderliness  in  writ- 
ten work,  asking  intelligent  and  pointed  questions 
about  the  child's  school  work  that  encourage  him  to 
think  and  relate  ideas,  and  teaching  the  child  to  work 
out  systems  and  rules  of  study  for  each  dicipline.  Ac- 
cording to  Mr.  Armstrong,  twenty  minutes  a  day  of 
"honest   encouragement   can   probably   get   more   re- 


sults in  the  development  of  study  habits  than  all  the 
promises  of  sailboats  or  threats  of  pimishment  that 
can  come  from  floundering  and  confused  parents." 
Nagging  will  destroy  a  child's  will  to  learn,  but  giv- 
ing the  child  a  sense  of  direction  through  the  years  of 
elementary  school  education  will  create  a  binning  de- 
sire to  learn  that  will  last  for  the  rest  of  his  life. 

Whether  parents  are  well  educated  or  not  is  of  little 
importance  to  the  impact  they  can  have  on  stimulat- 
ing the  motivational  forces  of  the  child.  And  the  by- 
products of  this  effort  are  important,  for  with  the 
change  of  attitudes  of  the  child  toward  learning 
comes  a  change  of  attitudes  toward  the  whole  of  life. 
One  need  not  succumb  to  the  notion  that  reading  or 
arithmetic  is  taught  differently  now.  The  magic  of 
learning  new  words,  of  searching  for  essential  ideas  in 
a  paragraph,  of  becoming  aware  of  the  uses  of  num- 
bers, of  determining  the  principle  involved  in  a  prob- 
lem remains  the  same  in  any  age.  For  the  parent  who 
is  concerned  enough  about  his  child's  educational 
progress  to  want  to  do  something  about  it,  Mr.  Arm- 
strong's S7  Ways  is  an  excellent  guide.  He  also  in- 
cludes a  graded  list  of  books,  poems,  and  short  stories 
for  children  from  first  through  eighth  grades.  Indeed, 
this  is  a  valuable  little  book  from  beginning  to  end 
and  might  well  take  a  place  on  every  family  book- 
shelf beside  Dr.  Spock  and  Gesell  and  Ilg.

This  is  my  first  attempt  to  write  to  The  Record  or 
any  other  paper,  and  possibly  the  last.  But  [a  recent] 
issue  of  The  Record  had  an  article  that  "stirred  me 
up". 

Closing  the  boarding  houses  and  homes  of  the  pro- 
fessors where  the  boys  lived  is  a  tragedy,  in  my  opin- 
ion. This  is  true  as  it  pertains  to  Hampden-Sydney. 

I  lived  in  the  house  of  Dr.  W.  H.  Whiting  and  his 
saintly  wife.  Next  to  my  mother,  they  were  the  great- 
est influence  in  my  life.  Boys  were  made  gentlemen 
under  the  influence  of  Mrs.  Lacy,  Miss  Minnie  Lacy, 
Miss  Addie  and  Miss  Susie  Venable,  and  all  the  others 
who  took  the  boys  into  their  homes. 

How  well  I  remember  at  supper  time  going  into 
the  dining  room  with  candles  burning  on  the  table. 
All  would  stand  until  the  Lady  would  be  seated  at 
the  head  of  the  table.  Today  very  few  remember  to 
stand  when  a  lady  enters  the  room.  Maybe  I  am  too 
old  and  everyone  is  in  too  big  a  hurry  "to  get  his". 

We  were  a  tough  lot  on  the  football  field  or  maybe 
on  top  of  the  water  tank,  but  when  we  entered  the 
homes  of  these  wonderful  people,  we  were  a  different 
lot.  Thank  God  I  had  the  privilege  of  being  there 
during  that  time! 

Now  a  humorous  note:  About  1932  was  my  last 
visit  to  the  campus,  and  I  took  my  wife  with  me.  We 
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stayed  with  Dr.  Whiting.  The  Venable  sisters  invited 
us  to  dinner.  My  wife  was  seated  next  to  Miss  Addie 
and  I  among  the  boys.  During  the  conversation  Miss 
Addie  asked  my  wife  if  she  was  a  Presbyterian.  She 
replied,  "No,  I  am  an  Episcopalian,"  which  did  not 
seem  to  sit  too  well.  Then  she  asked  how  many  chil- 
dren we  had.  My  wife  said  in  a  loud  voice  (as  Miss 
Addie  did  not  have  her  horn  [ear  trumpet],  "We  have 
one  child,  and  it  is  a  girl."  "What!"  Miss  Addie  said. 
"You  do  not  have  a  Chi  Phi  to  send  to  Hampden- 
Sydney?"  Turning  to  Miss  Susie,  she  said,  "I  don't 
think  Jim  married  very  well."  At  that,  all  the  boys 
roared  with  laughter.  So  did  my  wife. 

I  coidd  ramble  on  with  many  other  interesting  hap- 
penings, such  as  the  time  Dr.  King,  the  College 
])reacher,  and  I  were  coon-hunting  and  he  fell  in  the 
creek  covered  with  ice,  and  what  was  said.  .  .  .

The   Late  WyclifFe  Jackson 
Memorialized 

The  late  Wycliffe  Cecil  Jackson,  '03,  was  honored 
in  a  memorial  service  in  the  Jackson  biulding  at 
Amelia,  Va.,  last  November  27.  The  occasion  was  the 
presentation  of  a  bronze  plaque  by  the  Griffin  (Ga.) 
Rotary  Club.  The  Jackson  building  was  the  gift  of 
Mr.  Jackson  to  Amelia  County. 

Dr.  Thomas  E.  Gilmer,  president  of  Hampden-Syd- 
ney, was  among  the  speakers  for  the  occasion.  He 
spoke  of  Mr.  Jackson's  affection  for  his  alma  mater. 
He  told  of  how  he  had  responded  to  the  College's 
first  appeal  for  funds  in  1941.  Mr.  Jackson  never 
missed  a  year  thereafter  in  contributing  to  Hampden- 


Sydney.  His  gifts  were  among  the  most  generous 
received. 

Mr.  Jackson  died  in  Griffin,  Ga.,  on  November  17, 
1960.  It  was  found  that  he  had  willed  to  Hampden- 
Sydney  a  large  sum — the  third  largest  amount  ever 
given  the  College  by  an  individual  since  its  founding 
in  1776. 

J.  Garland  Jefferson,  Jr.,  of  Amelia,  judge  of  the 
4th  District  Circuit  Court,  spoke  of  Mr.  Jackson's 
life,  telling  how,  after  entering  Hampden-Sydney  in 
1901,  he  completed  the  four-year  course  in  two  years, 
graduating  with  an  A.B.  degree.  For  several  years  he 
worked  for  the  New  York  Times.  There  followed  a 
venture  with  a  cousin  in  the  manufacture  of  a  patent 
medicine.  Discovering  some  of  the  ingredients  did 
not  meet  with  his  high  moral  code,  he  soon  gave  this 
up. 

At  the  beginning  of  World  War  I,  he  vohuiteered 
and  served  as  an  officer  in  the  Air  Force. 

In  1920,  Judge  Jefferson  continued,  Mr.  Jackson 
went  to  Griffin  to  become  an  executive  in  cotton  mi'ls 
operated  there  by  his  brother-in-law,  John  Cheatham. 
He  was  also  for  many  years  superintendent  of  the 
Lowell  Bleachery,  a  director  in  that  business  and  in 
the  Ruston  Cotton  Mills.  He  retired  in  1945,  but  re- 
tained his  directorships. 

After  retirement  he  bought  a  large  farm  at  Griffin, 
on  which  he  raised  beef  cattle  until  his  death. 

He  never  married.  He  was  successful  in  business 
and  considered  whatever  material  wealth  he  ac- 
cumulated as  a  trust  to  be  used  for  the  good  of  his 
familv  and  for  mankind. 


Dr.  Walter  S.   Newman 
Resigns   Presidency  of  VPI 

On  December  5,  1961,  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  Vir- 
ginia Polytechnic  Institute  accepted  the  resignation 
of  Dr.  Walter  S.  Newman  as  president,  effective  on 
Jiuie  30,  1962.  Dr.  Newman  requested  permission  to 
retire  because  of  his  health.  He  suffered  a  heart  at- 
tack last  March. 

Dr.  Newman  thus  completes  fifteen  years  of  out- 
standing service  to  VPI,  the  third  longest  administra- 
tion in  the  history  of  the  90-year-old  grant  college. 
Governor  J.  Lindsay  Almond,  Jr.,  in  a  statement  to 
the  Associated  Press,  described  Dr.  Newman  as  "one 
of  the  most  able  and  profound  educators  who  has 
ever  served  the  cause  of  higher  education  in  Virginia. 
Dr.  Newman's  great  vision,  his  fine  sense  of  dedica- 
tion both  have  made  him  a  great  servant  to  the  com- 
monwealth." Dr.  Newman  will  continue  to  serve  on 
the  VPI  faculty  in  a  consultative  capacity. 

Dr.  Newman  is  a  native  of  M^oodstock,  Virginia. 
He  received  his  bachelor  of  arts  degree  from  Hamp- 
den-Sydney in  1917  and  his  M.S.  degree  from  VPI  in 
1919.  He  was  awarded  a  Ph.D.  by  Pennsylvania  State 
College  in  1931,  and  Hampden-Sydney  conferred  upon 
him  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  in  1959.  In  1951  he 
was  elected  to  membership  in  the  Hampden-Sydney 
chapter  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa. 

The  following  tribute  appeared  in  the  Richmond 
Times  Dispatch:  "Dr.  Weaker  S.  Newman's  retirement 
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as  president  of  the  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute  for 
reasons  of  health  terminates  an  illustrious  executive 
career  in  the  field  of  higher  education.  His  15  years 
as  head  of  V'PI  ha\e  been  fruitfid  antl  constructive  in 
the  highest  degree.  .  .  . 

"VPI  today  is  not  only  the  largest  single  institution 
of  higher  learning  in  Virginia,  insofar  as  enrollment 
is  concerned;  it  has  also  grown  inarkedh  under  Dr. 
Newman,  as  a  leading  center  of  engineering  and  othei 
technical  research,  as  well  as  a  trainer  of  leaders  in 
the  fields  of  both  business  and  agriculture. 

"No  longer  predominantly  concerned  with  agricul- 
ture, although  its  constructive  service  in  this  field  re- 
mains invaluable,  VPI  offers  more  advanced  classes 
than  e\er  before  in  the  scientific  aspects  of  agricul- 
tme.  Such  sidjjects  as  biochemistry,  plant  pathologx 
and  cell  physiology  are  integral  parts  of  VPI's  offer- 
ings to  students  of  scientific  farming. 

"The  VPI  School  of  Engineering  also  stands  ex- 
tremely well,  and  now  offers  more  than  a  dozen  dif- 
ferent engineering  degrees — more  than  almost  any 
other  institution  in  this  part  of  the  United  States. 
Not  only  so.  but  those  degrees  are  highly  regarded 
everywhere. 

"VPI's  School  of  Business  Administration  likewise 
has  made  a  real  place  for  itself,  and  more  students 
now  take  courses  in  that  school  than  in  agricultiue. 
This  is  typical  of  the  modern  trend  in  such  institu- 
tions. 

"These  and  other  sound  educational  advances  have 
taken  place  imder  the  presidency  of  Walter  Newman. 
On  the  material  side,  the  institution  has  accpiired 
several  magnificent  buildings.  Notable  among  these  is 
the  Clarol  AI.  Newman  Library,  which  can  be  used  bv 
1,000  students  at  a  time,  and  is  usefid  in  research 
and  technology,  as  well  as  for  general  library  piu- 
poses."

The  merger  of  the  Dunnington  Tobacco  Company 
of  Farmville,  Virginia,  and  Joseph  E.  Beach  and 
Company,  Incorporated,  of  Blackstone.  was  an- 
nounced on  October  5,  1961,  by  J.  William  Dunning- 
ton, '11,  of  Farmville.  The  new  company  is  known  as 
Dunnington-Beach  Tobacco  Company,  Incorporated. 

Mr.  Dimnington  has  been  named  chairman  of  the 
board  of  directors  of  the  new  business  and  John  H. 
Beach  of  Blackstone  is  serving  as  the  first  president. 
Other  officers  are  J.  Will  Sydnor,  vice  president; 
Eugene  S.  Hardy,  secretary-treasurer;  and  Mrs.  Dolly 
D.  Orgain,  of  Farmville,  and  Mrs.  H.  U.  Schrader  of 
Blackstone,  assistant  secretary-treasurers.

The  following  editorial  appeared  in  the  Durham  Morning 
Herald  on  October  14: 
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"Fred  C.  Owen  left  his  mark  on  Durham  in  many  ways.  But 
the  most  lasting  and  the  most  moving  was  the  example  which 
he  set  in  translating  sorrow  into  constructive  achievement  of 
continuing  benefit  for  others. 

"His  latter  years  were  saddened  by  the  loss  of  a  fine  and 
lovely  (laughter  on  the  threshold  of  womanhood.  Despite  the 
restrictions  which  his  own  heart  condition  put  upon  his  activity, 
he  dedicated  himself  to  the  establishment  of  the  Hemo-Cardiac 
Koundation.  to  promote  research  in  fields  related  to  his  daugh- 
ter's fatal  illness.  Mr.  Owen  was  not  only  president  of,  but 
moving  spirit  in  and  generous  contributor  to  the  foundation. 
The  opening  of  the  Francis  Owen  Blood  Research  Laboratory 
in  Chapel  Hill  last  year  marked  a  gratifying  accomplishment  for 
him  and  for  the  foundation. 

"In  his  useful  life,  Fred  Owen  measured  up  to  the  fine  heri- 
tage which  was  his.  His  father  had  been  a  member  of  the  Vir- 
ginia legislature  and  was  a  leader  in  political  and  agricultural 
affairs  in  the  Old  Dominion.  In  this  community,  to  which  he 
came  as  a  yoinig  man  from  his  home  just  over  the  state  line 
in  Halifax  Countv  and  just  out  of  Hampden-Sydney  College, 
with  which  his  family  has  had  long  association,  Mr.  Owen  con- 
tinued an  ancestral  tradition  of  leadership. 

"Sincerity  and  integrity  were  distinguishing  characteristics 
of  Fred  Owen.  His  memory  will  continue  to  bless,  even  as  his 
life  has  blessed,  the  entire  communitv  as  well  as  his  circle  of 
friends." 

THOMPSON.  Dr.  French  Woodville  Thompson,  '86,  presi- 
dent of  Greenbrier  College  for  AVoinen  in  I.ewisburg,  AVest 
Virginia,  from  1925  imtil  his  retirement  in  1952.  died  in  Salis- 
bury, Maryland,  on  .April  24,   1961,  following  a  heart  attack. 

Dr.  Thompson  was  a  native  of  Monticello,  Arkansas.  He  re- 
ceived his  \.  B.  degree  from  Arkansas  College  and  attended 
L'nion  Theological  Seminarv,  then  located  at  Hampden-Svdney, 
Dr.  Thompson  always  considered  himself  a  "Hampden-Svdnev 
man".  He  also  attended  Louisville  Seminary  and  graduated 
from  McCormick  Seminary  in  Chicago.  He  ^vas  ordained  into 
the  Presbvtcrian  ministry  in  1900  and  served  churches  in  Hot 
Springs,  .Arkansas,  and  New  Albany,  Indiana.  Before  going  to 
Lewisburg,  he  served  as  president  of  Daniel  Baker  College  and 
Texas  Presbyterian  College.  He  married  the  late  Miss  Helen 
Cain  of  Hot  Springs,  Arkansas,  who,  with  her  husband,  en- 
deared herself  to  cotnitless  students  in  the  various  colleges  her 
husband  served. 

One  daughter,  Mrs.  Milton  T.  Hickman  of  Painter,  Virginia, 
survives. 

THORNTON.  Frank  C.  Thornton,  Jr.,  '10,  died  on  April  2. 
I9f)l,  at  his  home  in  South  McAllister,  Oklahoma.  His  widow- 
died  on  October  4,  1961. 

WINSTON.  Dr.  James  Henry  Curry  Winston,  '94,  Professor 
Emeritus  of  Chemistry  and  Geology  at  Hampden-Sydney  Col- 
lege, died  at  Southside  Community  Flospital.  Farmville,  Virginia, 
on  December  20.   He  was  eightv-five  vears  old. 

Dr.  Winston  was  a  native  of  Prince  Edward  Countv,  the  son 
of  the  late  Dr.  Peter  AVinston,  class  of  1858.  and  Mollie  Rice 
AVinston.  He  was  born  on  March  30,  1876.  He  giaduated  from 
Hampden-Sydney  in  1894  with  both  the  .A.  B.  and  B.  S.  degrees. 
He  then  attended  the  L'niversity  of  Virginia  for  a  short  time 
and  later  entered  Johns  Hopkins,  where  he  recei\ed  his  Ph.  D. 
in  Chemistry.  .After  teaching  for  a  year,  he  returned  to  Hamp- 
den-Sydney as  professor  of  Chemistry,  Geologv'  and  Phvsiologv 
in  1899.  From  then  until  his  retirement  in  1949,  Dr.  AVinston 
was  the  head  of  the  Department  of  Chemistrv  and  Geologv. 
This  period  of  fifty  vears  of  teaching  was  the  longest  term  of 
service  of  any  individual  in  the  long  history  of  Hampden- 
Svdnev  College.  Upon  the  occasion  of  his  retirement.  Dr.  Win- 
ston received  high  praise  and  tribute  for  his  outstanding  con- 
tribution as  a  dedicated  teacher.  In  1939  the  .Alumni  .Asso- 
ciation authorized  the  painting  of  Dr.  Winston's  portrait  which 
was  presented  to  the  College  on  Homecoming  Day. 

Surxivors  are  two  daughters,  Mrs.  Thomas  Edward  Gilmer  of 
Hampden-Sydney,  and  Mrs.  Marvin  A.  Turpin  of  Hopewell; 
a  son,  Frank  C.  AVinston,  '27,  of  Paterson,  New  Jersey;  and  a 
sister,  Mrs.  T.  .A.  Woodson  of  Lynchburg. 

Funeral  services  were  held  in  College  Church,  Hampden- 
Svdnev,  xvith  burial  in  Westview  Cemetery  in  Farmville.  Dr. 
W.  Twvman  AVilliams,  '03,  of  .Appomattox,  was  in  charge  of 
the  services.
